REPORT 


Summary.—tThe birth-rate shows a marked increase compared with the 
average of corresponding quarters in recent years. 


The marriage-rate is lower than the average. 
The death-rate is the lowest recorded for any first quarter. 


The infant mortality rate shows an increase compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1956 but is below the average. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is lower than in the first quarter of 1956 
and considerably below the average of recent years. 


The maternal mortality rate is below the average. 


Live Births.—The 24,758 births in the quarter under review are 164 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population is 
19-5, being 0-3 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1956 and 
1-0 above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 19-9 and in 
the large burghs 21-3. These compare with 18-6 for the rest of Scotland. In 
individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs from 
26-5 in Coatbridge, 24-4 in Clydebank and 24-3 in Aidrie to 18-0 in Perth, 17:5 
in Arbroath and 16-7 in Edinburgh. In counties exclusive of cities and large 
burghs it ranged from 24:0 in Wigtown, 21-5 in Clackmannan and 20-9 in 
Lanark to 14-0 in Roxburgh, 11-9 in Berwick and 10-8 in Kinross. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 3-8 per cent., is 0-3 less than that for 
the first quarter of 1956 and 0-6 below the average. 


Of the 24,758 births registered, 12,769 were of male children and 11,989 of 
female children, being 1,065 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in January numbered 8,476, in February 7,775, and in March 8,507 the equiva- 
lent birth-rates being 19-4, 19-7 and 19-5 respectively 


Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
635 and is equivalent to a rate of 25 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 11,283, is 461 fewer 
than for the first quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population was 8-9. It is 
0-3 less than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1956, and 0-7 below the 
five years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 10-2 and in the large 
burghs 10-5. These compare with 7-3 for the rest of Scotland. In individual 
areas the rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 15-6 in 
Inverness, 12-6 in Dumfries and 12-2 in Hamilton to 8-4 in Coatbridge, 8-3 in 
Dunfermline and Edinburgh and 7:3 in Dumbarton. In counties exclusive of

Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These rates are calculated on the estimated population in 
Scotland or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 31st December, 1956, 
Average Rates.— Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years. 


Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 9-2 in Selkirk, 8-9 in West 
Lothian and 8-7 in Ayr to 4:3 in Sutherland, 4-1 in Ross and Cromarty and 
3-1 in Inverness. 


Of the 11,283 marriages registered, 1,932 were civil marriages contracted in 
the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provision of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while one 
irregular marriage was registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 9,350, were solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 civil marriages 
numbered 2,170 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 9,574. 


Marriages registered in January numbered 2,330, in February 2,806 and in 
March 6,147, the equivalent marriage-rates being 5-3, 7-1, and 14-1 respectively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,174, and 
equalled a death-rate of 12-7 per 1,000 population. They are 2,982 fewer than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate was 2-3 less 
than in that quarter and 1-8 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in 
the counties of cities is 13-1 and in the large burghs 12-1. These compare with 
12-7 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large 
burghs ranged from 16-6 in Rutherglen, 15-0 in Stirling and 14-3 in Kilmarnock 
to 10-3 in Dumfries 10-1 in Port Glasgow and 9-8 in Dumbarton. In counties 
exlusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 19-8 in Selkirk, 
19-1 in Zetland and 16-8 in Argyll to 11-2 in East Lothian, 11-1 in Midlothian 
and 10-0 in West Lothian. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 5,782, in February 5,119 and in 
March 5,273, the equivalent death-rates being 13-2, 13-0 and 12-1 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
782 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 32 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1956 
but three below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mor- 
tality was 31 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 44. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 33, in the large burghs 35 
and in the rest of Scotland 29. In the counties of cities and large burghs indivi- 
dually it ranged from 63 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 58 in Rutherglen and 54 
in Dumbarton to 14 in Stirling, 12 in Arbroath and 8 in Dumfries and Port 
Glasgow. In counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 56 in Caithness, 
48 in Clackmannan and 45 in Zetland to 14 in Berwick, 13 in Orkney, Roxburgh 
and Selkirk and 12 in East Lothian. No deaths of children aged less than one 
year occurred in the Counties of Bute and Kinross. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 19 per 1,000 live 
births and is one below that for the corresponding quarter of 1956. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 60 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 172 fewer than in the first quarter of 1956. The death-rate for 
this group is 5 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the five preceding years is 15. These deaths include 1 from scarlet 
fever (streptococcal sore throat), 17 from whooping cough, 4 from meningo- 
coccal infections, 9 from measles and 29 from influenza. There were no deaths 
from typhoid fever and diphtheria. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
14 areas had no deaths from the principal epidemic diseases. and in the rest of 
Scotland 17 counties had no deaths. 


During the quarter no deaths were registered from acute poliomyelitis, 
and this compares with 2 deaths from this cause in the previous quarter and 2 
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in the corresponding quarter of 1956. In the third quarter of 1947 when the 
disease was prevalent 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 218 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 52 fewer 
than in the first quarter of 1956. Of them 203 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 15 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 17 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 16. The former rate is 4 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1956 and the latter is 3 below. The rates from all forms and from the 
respiratory form are respectively 14 and 12 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,547 and equal 
a rate of 201 per 100,000. These deaths are 104 fewer than in the first quarter 
of 1956. The rate is 6 below that quarter and 4 below the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 687 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 549. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 54 and 43. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 69 and 56 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 9 and are equal to a rate of 0-4 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-1 less than that for the corresponding quarter of 
1956 and 0-4 below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal 
death-rate is 0-4 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 694, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 55 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 the number 
was 678 and the rate 53. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 103 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 3 compared with the 
first quarter of 1956. 

For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the first quarter of 1957 and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1956 with the average rates for the first quarters, 
of the years 1952-1956.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JANUARY, 1957 


A preponderance of southwest winds made January a very mild month but 


a cold period came in the second and third weeks. Excessive rainfall but 


sunshine records up to average. 


Apart from cool weather from the 9th-18th and for a few days around the 
27th, temperature in January was appreciably above the seasonal normal. In 
most places mean temperatures for the month were two to three degrees above 
average. Until the 9th day readings of 50°-55° were widely recorded. On the 


4th, which was the mildest day, a maximum of 59° was reported at Elgin and 


several places had 56°-58°. These are high readings for the month of January 


» and were in contrast to the lower ones which occurred from the 9th-18th and 


around the 27th when maxima ranged mainly from 35°-40° and night frosts 
were quite severe. Low air minima were 15° and 16° at Glenshee Lodge and 


Glenlivet on the 25th. On the ground, the lowest minima were 7° at Achany 


_ (Lairg) and 8° at Glenlivet on the 25th. 


In the unsettled southwesterly weather of the first eight and last twelve 
days, rain was persistent but mainly light precipitation fell during the inter- 


_vening period. Snow and sleet showers were faily widely reported around the 
_middle of the month and snow lay several inches deep in places on the 27th. 
_ The wettest days of the month came between the 19th and 28th. On the 28th 
2-97 inches fell at Conaglen, 2-90 at Kinlochourn and 2-74 at Fort William. 
In Glenetive 2-80 was recorded on the 25th. Total precipitation for the whole 
-month exceeded average in all areas except in parts of Aberdeenshire and 
_ Banffshire. In many places it was the wettest January since 1948; in some 


the wettest since 1938. 


Sunshine records were up to average at most stations. As can be expected 


in a month with a preponderance of southwesterly winds, the sunniest places 
lay in East. Scotland. The best records were reported from Dunbar (71 hours), 
Elgin (62), Forres (61), Dundee (58) and Liberton, Edinburgh (58). 


The occurrence of fog and of thunder was about average for the season, 


but the month was a rather stormy one. On the 31st wind speed in gusts 


rose to 91 miles per hour at Lerwick and to 113 at Tiree. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 
FEBRUARY, 1957 


An unsettled month with a cold spell from the 16th-23rd. Rainfall very 
variable but sunny everywhere. 


Mean temperature was about average for the season, low temperatures 
during a spell of northerly winds in the third week more than offsetting the 
relatively high readings in the first half and last week of the month. Then, 
maxima were mainly in the 50°-55° range. On the 8th, temperature rose to 
57° at Achnashellach and many places reported 55° around the 4th and 8th. 
In contrast, maxima of 35°-40° were registered in a colder spell from the 16th- 
23rd. In this period and also on the 27th, frost at night was widespread and 
fairly low minima were reported. On the 22nd, Kincraig had 9° and Dalwhinnie 
12° while Glenlivet had 11° on the 21st. Ground frost occurred at one place or 


other every night. The lowest ground minima were 4° at Glenlivet on the 16th, — 


2ist, 22nd and’ 27th, 5° at Balcladaich (Cannich Area) on the 21st and 5° at 
Dalwhinnie on the 22nd. 


Rain was persistent during unsettled southwesterly weather in the first 
fortnight and also around the 23rd and 24th. Showers, often of snow and sleet, 
fell with northerly winds between the 16th and 22nd. The last 3 or 4 days were 
dry practically everywhere. In general rainfall was above average in the East 
and South and below average in the North and West. Large areas in Fife, 
Angus, Perthshire, the Lothians and the Southeast received over 150 per 
cent. of average. In the drier regions in the West and North, totals in some 
cases were only 60 per cent. of average. At Perth it was the wettest February 
since 1941 whereas at North Berwick it was the driest one since 1925. Daily 


measurements exceeded an inch in many districts on the Ist, 3rd, 4th, 7th and 


23rd. 


Sunshine records exceed average in all districts. Dunbar had its sunniest 
February since 1946 and Turnberry its sunniest one since at least 1931. The 
highest aggregates were reported from Dunbar (106 hours), Arbroath (105), 
Craibstone (104) and Prestwick Airport (103). 


The frequency of fog and of thunder was about normal for the season. © 


Winds rose to gale force at exposed places on 14 days. In gusts, wind speed 
rose on the 5th to 109 miles per hour at Benbecula, 107 at Tiree and 100 at 
Stornoway.

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Meteorological Notes—continued 


MARCH, 1957 


An unusually mild month. Rainfall variable and sunshine considerably 
below average. 


The mildness of the month was noteworthy. It was the third mildest one 
since systematic recordings began in 1856, the mean temperature being between 
four and five degrees above average. The opening days were rather cool but 
from the 4th to the 20th temperature was mainly well above the seasonal 
average. In a spell of summer-like warmth from the 12th-16th maxima rose 
well above 60°, reaching 72 at Elgin and Gordon Castle (on the 12th), and 70 
at a number of other stations. These are the highest March readings since 
1945. Much colder weather came with a period of northwest winds on the 20th; 
and night minima were quite low in places during a few days of clear anti- 
cyclonic weather at the close. Amongst the lowest air minima for the month 
were 24° at Glenlivet on the 29th and 22° at Strathy on the 4th. On the ground, 
temperature fell to 18° at Strathyre on the Ist and at Halkirk on the 5th. 


Mainly showers fell during the first ten days, and they were of snow or 
sleet in places until the 3rd. Unsettled weather from the 13th-20th brought 
appreciable rain to most districts. The 21st and 22nd were fine and sunny 
but it was rainy from the 23rd-27th. The last few days were dry in most 
places. The Western half of the country received rather more than the seasonal 
rainfall whereas large dry areas occurred in the East. 


Parts of Orkney and Shetland and small areas in the counties of Nairn, 
Stirling, Ayr, Dumbarton and Argyll had over 150 per cent of average. Amongst 
the largest daily measurements were 2:50 inches at Kinlochourn, 2-30 at 
Achnashellach, 2-29 at Strathcarron and 2-12 at Tongue all on the 15th. 


The month was very cloudy, many places having a deficiency of 40-50 
hours sunshine. At Kilmarnock-it was the dullest March since records began 
in 1908 and at Tiree the dullest since 1927. The best. records were returned 
from the eastern half of the country, the highest being at Forres (97 hours), 
Elgin (96), Gordon Castle (92), Wick (90), Kinloss (87) and Glenmore Lodge (87). 


There was practically no thunder but the frequency of fog was above 
average. Gales occurred at exposed places in the East on the 14th, 17th and 
20th and on the 16th, 21st, 23rd and 24th in the extreme North of Scotland.

Summary.—tThe birth-rate shows a marked increase compared with the 
average of corresponding quarters in recent years. 


The marriage-rate is below the corresponding quarter of 1956 but is slightly 
above the average. 


The death-rate is lower than the average. 


The infant mortality rate shows a slight increase compared with the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1956 but is below the average. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is lower than in the second quarter of 
_ 1956 and considerably below the average of recent years. 


The maternal mortality rate is less than half the average. 


Live Bir ths.—The 24,975 births in the quarter under review are 86 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 19-5, being the same as the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1956 and 
_ 0-6 above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 19-8 and in the 
_ large burghs 20-5. These compare with 18-8 for the rest of Scotland. In 

individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs from 
_ 26-7 in Coatbridge, 26-0 in Dumbarton and 25-5 in Clydebank to 17°6 in 
Aberdeen and Edinburgh, 17:1 in Falkirk and 16-9 in Dumfries and Perth. 
In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 22-2 in Clack- 
mannan, 21-0 in Caithness and West Lothian and 20-7 in Midlothian to 13-6 
in Berwick, 13-5 in Selkirk and 13-1 in Nairn. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-2 per cent., is 0-2 below that for the 
second quarter of 1956 and 0-4 below the average. 

Of the 24,975 births registered, 12,904 were of male children and 12,071 of 
female children, being 1,069 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in 
April numbered 8,481, in May 8,620 and in June 7,874, the equivalent birth- 
tates being 20-0, 19-7 and 18-6 respectively. Bt

Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
602 and is equivalent to a rate of 24 per 1,000 total births (including still- 
births). 

Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,085, is 760 fewer than 
for the second quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-1. It is 
0-6 below the corresponding quarter of 1956, but 0-3 above the five years’ 
average. The rate in the counties of cities is 8-4 and in the large burghs 7:9. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These rates are calculated on the estimated population in 
Scotland or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 3lst December, 1956. 
Average Rates.—Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
Tates in the previous five years. 


Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
Place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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These compare with 5:7 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate 
in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 14-0 in Inverness, 10-8 in 
Ayr and 9-7 in Perth to 6-3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 5-9 in Dumbarton and 
5:0 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it 
ranged from 9:3 in Dumfries, 7-8 in Nairn and 7-4 in Wigtown to 3-2 in Berwick, 
2-7 in Inverness and 2-1 in Sutherland. 


Of the 9,085 marriages registered, 1,615 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provision of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
one irregular marriage was registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 7,469 were solemnised by 
a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 civil marriages 
numbered 1,668 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 8,177. 


Marriages registered in April numbered 4,385, in May 1,164, and in June 
3,536, the equivalent marriage-rates being 10-4, 2°7 and 8-4 respectively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,425, and 
equalled a death-rate of 11-2 per 1,000 population. They are 137 fewer than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate is 0-2 less than 
in that quarter and 0-2 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 11-5 and in the large burghs 10-1. These compare with 
11-2 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large 
burghs ranged from 14:1 in Rutherglen, 13-1 in Arbroath and 12:8 in Kilmar- 
nock to 8-9 in Clydebank, 8-5 in Dunfermline and 8-3 in Port Glasgow. In 
counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 16-5 in Zetland, 
16-0 in Selkirk and 15-9 in Sutherland to 10-1 in Fife, 9-2 in Moray and West 
Lothian and 9-1 in Stirling. 7 


Deaths registered in April numbered 5,017, in May 5,044 and in June 4,364, © 
the equivalent death-rates being 11-9, 11-5 and 10:3 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 668 ~ 
and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 27 per 1,000 registered live © 
births. This rate is one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1956 but — 
3 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 
26 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 36. . 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 29, in the large burghs 25-4 
and in the rest of Scotland 26. In the counties of cities and large burghs ~ 
individually it ranged from 60 in Dumbarton, 47 in Coatbridge and 44 in Dum- 
fries to 15 in Stirling, 6 in Airdrie and Falkirk and 5 in Dunfermline In 
counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 56 in Selkirk 467 
in Zetland and 41 in Inverness to 8 in Caithness, 7 in Dumfries and 5 in East 
Lothian. No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in at 
Counties of Kinross, Kirkcudbright, Nairn and Sutherland. 4 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 20 per 1,000 vel 
births and is 3 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1956. [ 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 24 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic _ 
diseases, being 7 less than in the second quarter of 1956. The death-rate for 
this group is 2 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corres- — 
ponding quarter of the five preceding years is 5. These deaths include 2 from 
whooping cough, 4 from meningococcal infections, 6 from measles and 12 from — 
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influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid fever, scarlet fever or diphtheria. 
In the counties of cities and large burghs 19 areas had no deaths from the 
principal epidemic diseases and in the rest of Scotland 27 counties had no 
deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, one death was registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There were no deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter and none in the corresponding quarter of 1956. In the third quarter of 
1947 when the disease was prevalent 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 153 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 9 
fewer than in the second quarter of 1956. Of them 138 were ascribed to 
_ tuberculosis of the respiratory system and 15 to tuberculosis of other organs. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 12 per 100,000, that from 
respiratory tuberculosis being 11. The former rate is one below that for the 
corresponding quarter of 1956 and the latter is the same as that for the second 
quarter of last year. The rates from all forms and from the respiratory form 
are respectively 9 and 8 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Diseases.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,743 and equal 
a rate of 214 per 100,000. These deaths are 75 more than in the second quarter 
of 1956. The rate is 5 above that quarter, and 16 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 355 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 354. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 28 and 28. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 30 and 31 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 8 and are equal to a rate of 0:3 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is half that for the corresponding quarter of 1956 and 0-4 
below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal death-rate is 
—0°3 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 640, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 50 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 the number 
was 658 and the rate 51. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 126 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 20 compared with the 
second quarter of 1956. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the second quarter of 1957 and 
in the corresponding quarter of 1956 with the average rates for the second 
quarters of the years 1952-1956.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES

APRIL, 1957 


Another mild month with a cold period in the second week. Mainly dry and 
very sunny. 


On most days temperature was well above the seasonal average and despite 
a cold period with northwest winds from the 10th-13th when sleet and snow 
showers fell in some districts, the mean temperature (47-0°F.) for the country as 
a whole was 2° above average. In general, maxima ranged from 55°-65° but 
fell sharply to 40°-45° in many places towards the end of the second week. 
Temperature rose to 65° at Ruthwell on the 23rd, at Achnashellach and Kincraig 
on the 24th and at Stirling on the 27th. The lowest minima in April were 
recorded on the nights of the 25th/26th and 26th/27th viz. 19° at Dalwhinnie 
on the former and 17° at Kincraig on the latter. On these respective nights 
temperature on the ground fell to 9° at Dalwhinnie and to 11° at Glenlivet. 


Sunshine records for the month exceeded average practically everywhere. 
At Oban and Helensburgh, where the aggregates were 60-80 hours above 
average, it was the sunniest April since recordings began in 1911. The highest 
totals were reported from stations in West Scotland. They were, in order, 
Oban (221 hours), Prestwick (200), Troon (197), Helensburgh (195) Tiree (192) 
and Greenock (189). 


The month was showery in the first few days but a dry period followed until 
the 10th. Appreciable rain came between the 11th and 21st and the 28th was 
a very wet day in many places. The weather was mainly settled between the 
21st and 28th and little rainfall was reported. The only areas with more than 
the average rainfall lay in Arran, Ayrshire, Lanarkshire and West Lothian. 
Elsewhere totals were well below average, large areas in the eastern half of 


_ the country having under 50 per cent. of average. At Forres, it was the driest 


April since records began in 1933. Daily measurements exceeding an inch were 
not numerous, and the largest appear to have occurred in Wester Ross on the 
30th, viz., 1-94 inches in Strath Kanaird and 1:52 at- Torridon House. 


The frequency of fog, gales and thunder was about normal for the month of 
April. During the gale on the 18th, sandstorms in the Moray Firth area caused 
damage on several farms to the spring oat sowings.

MAY, 1957 


Apart from a disturbed period from the 11th-20th, the weather of May was 
mainly anticyclonic. The month was a little cooler than usual, but it was dry 
and sunny in most districts. 


From the 3rd-10th day temperatures were below the seasonal normal and 
night frosts were experienced in some areas. Minima of 19° and 21° were reported 
from Kincraig and Inchbae (Garve) on the 7th while Leadhills had 20° on the 
6th. Ground temperature fell to 11° at Leadhills and to 13° at Carnwath on the 
6th. In the last week, which was the warmest period of the month, maxima 
ranged from 60°-70° and reached 74° in Colonsay on the 27th and 73° at 
Balcladaich (Cannich area) on the 26th. Readings above 70° were reported 
from several other places on these dates. The 2nd, however, appears to have 
been the warmest day in Tay and Forth districts. 


Most of the precipitation in May fell on the 7th/8th and from the 11th- 
20th, when troughs of low pressure moved across the country from the Atlantic. 
The falls were often accompanied by thunder. In the anticyclonic spells in 
the first week and during the last ten days, only local showers were reported, 
but in the first week the showers were often of snow or sleet. Measurements 
exceeding an inch were not numerous, the largest being 1-51 inches at Campbel- 
town on the 8th, 1-41 at Ballindalloch on the 16th and 1-39 at Benmore (Loch 
Eck) on the 8th. 


Sunshine records were not quite as high as in May, 1955 and May, 1956, but 
the leading records again exceeded 200 hours for the month. The sunniest 
places were Troon (232 hours), Prestwick (230), Dunbar (224), Lephinmore, 
Loch Fyne (223) and Kilmarnock (222). 


Thunderstorms were widespread between the 11th and 16th, and fog was 
reported in places on ten days. Only local gales occurred.

JUNE, 1957 


An unsettled southwest type of weather from the Ist-4th was followed, till 
_ the 12th, by cool northwest to north winds. A long anticyclonic spell with 
practically no rain in any part of the country lasted from the 12th until heavy 
Tain in many places broke the dry spell on the 27th. 


Mean temperatures were appreciably above average except in the extreme 
north. Until the 10th maxima ranged from 45°-55° in contrast to readings of 
75°-85° during the warm days of the 13th-17th. On the 16th, day temperature 
rose to 87° at Ruthwell and to 85° at Fort Augustus. The lowest minima for 
the month were 26° at Dalwhinnie on the 24th, 28° at Leadhills on the 10th, 
at Kincraig on the 12th and also at Inchbae (Garve) on the 26th. On the ground, 
temperature fell to 15° at Dalwhinnie on the 24th and to 17° at Balcladaich 
(Cannich) on the 8th. 


An outstanding feature of the month was the brilliant sunshine. At March- ° 
mont, Oban and Ruthwell aggregates were 100 or more hours above average. 
In Glasgow it was the sunniest June since 1880 and at Paisley the sunniest 
since 1885. In many places totals were the highest since recordings began 
and thus surpassed those registered in the fine June weather in 1940 and 1949. 
The sunniest places were Prestwick Airport (313 hours), Troon (301), March- 
mont (289), Auchincruive (289), Oban (288), Castle Douglas (286), Tiree (285) 
and Kilmarnock (283). 


Most districts lying south of a line drawn from Aberdeen to North Kintyre 
and in a broad belt stretching from Skye to Inverness had considerably less 
than the normal June rainfall. Elsewhere there was a small to moderate excess. 
The weather was showery until the 11th and a long dry spell followed until it 
was broken by heavy rain in many areas on the 27th. Several places experienced 
an absolute drought (15 consecutive days without measurable rain). At 
Inveraray, no rain fell from the 6th-24th and at Castle Kennedy none from the 
oth-25th. The wettest days of the month were in general the 27th and 28th. 
On the former 2-41 inches were registered at Oban and 2-39 at Kilchoan (Argyll). 


Fog was reported from one place or other on eleven days and thunder on 
thirteen. Winds were strong at times but no gales occurred.

Summary.—tThe birth and marriage rates are higher than the average 
_ of corresponding quarters in recent years. 


The death-rate is above the average of the past five years. 


The infant mortality rate is similar to that of the third quarter of 1956 and 
the same as the average. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is lower than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1956 and considerably below the average of recent years. 


The maternal mortality rate is slightly above the third quarter of last year 
_but is below the average. 


Live Births.—The 24,098 births in the quarter under review are 1,444 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 18°6, being 1-1 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1956 
and 1-1 above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 18-9 
_ and in the large burghs 19-5. These compare with 18-0 for the rest of Scotland. 
_ In individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs 
from 25-1 in Dumbarton, 23-7 in Coatbridge and 22-7 in Port Glasgow, to 


fl 15-3 in Falkirk, 14-9 in Perth and 14-2 in Dunfermline. In counties exclusive 





of cities and large burghs it ranged from 22-4 in Midlothian, 20-7 in Nairn and 
20-1 in Lanark to 14-2 in Orkney, 14-1 in Berwick and in Kincardine, and 13°8 
in Zetland. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4:3 per cent, is 0-4 less than that for 
the third quarter of 1956 and 0-4 below the average. 


Of the 24,098 births registered, 12,325 were of male children and 11,773 
of female children, being 1,047 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in July numbered 8,383, in August 8,308, and in September 7,407, the equiva- 
lent birth-rates being 19-2, 19-0 and 17:5 respectively... 


Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
969 and is equivalent to a rate of 23 per 1,000 total births (including still- 
births). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 12,979, is 19 more than 
for the third quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population was 10-0. 


It is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1956, but 0-3 higher 
than the five years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 11-6 and in 
the large burghs 11-1. These compare with 8-3 for the rest of Scotland. In

Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These rates are calculated on the estimated population in 
Scotland or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 3lst December, 1956. 


, Average Rates.—Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
Tates in the previous five years. 


Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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individual areds the rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from — 
18-2 in Dumfries, 17-5 in Inverness and 14:3 in Rutherglen to 8-0 in Port 
Glasgow, 7-9 in Dumbarton and 7-4 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of 
counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 11-2 in Dumfries, 11-1 in 
West Lothian and 9-6 in Midlothian to 4-4 in Bute, 3-6 in Sutherland and 2:9 
in Inverness. 


Of the 12,979 marriages registered, 2,029 were civil marriages contracted in 
the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provision of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while two 
were irregular marriages registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 10,948, were solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 civil marriages 
numbered 2,161 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 10,799. 


Marriages registered in July numbered 4,892, in August 3,541 and in Septem- 
ber 4,546, the equivalent marriage-rates being 11-2, 8-1 and 10-7 respectively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,539 and 
equalled a death-rate of 10-4 per 1,000 population. They are 451 more than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate is 0-3 higher 
than in that quarter and 0-4 above the five years’ average. The death-rate in 
the counties of cities is 10-7 and in the large burghs 9:7. These compare with 
10-5 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large 
burghs ranged from 11-6 in Rutherglen, 11-5 in Ayr and in Edinburgh, and 
11-4 in Kilmarnock to 8-3 in Dunfermline, 8-1 in Airdrie and in Hamilton, and 
7-9 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs _ 
it ranged from 15-2 in Argyll, 14-6 in Zetland and 14-4 in Bute to 9-2 in East 
Lothian, 9-1 in Aberdeen and in West Lothian and 6-7 in Kinross. 


Deaths registered in July numbered 4,450, in August 4,280 and in September | 
4,809, the equivalent death-rates being 10-2, 9-8 and 11-4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered _ 
652 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 27 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 19567 | 
and the same as the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mor= 
tality was 27 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 36. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 28, in the large burghs 29 
and in the rest of Scotland 25. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
individually it ranged from 52 in Stirling, 48 in Dumfries and 45 in Port Glasgow 
to 15 in Hamilton, 12 in Dumbarton and 6 in Airdrie. In counties exclusive 
of large burghs it ranged from 83 in Orkney, 60 in Bute and 56 in Caithness to 
14 in Banff, 8 in East Lothian and 5 in Clackmannan. 4 


No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the County of | 
Sutherland. — _ 

The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 20 per 1,000 live 
births and is 1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1956. 7 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases (including influenza).— 
There were 104 deaths registered during the quarter which were attributed to | 
the principal epidemic diseases, being 80 more than in the third quarter of 1956. 
The death-rate for this group is 8 per 100,000 of population. The average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the five preceding years is 2. These deaths — 
include 1 from whooping cough, 5 from meningococcal infections, 1 from 
measles and 97 from influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid fever, 

: v 
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scarlet fever and diphtheria. In the counties of cities and large burghs 10 areas 
had no deaths from the principal epidemic diseases and in the rest of Scotland 
20 counties had no deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, 7 deaths were registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There was one death from this cause in the previous 
quarter and 5 in the corresponding quarter of 1956. In the third quarter of 
1947 when the disease was prevalent 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 122 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 47 
fewer than in the third quarter of 1956. Of them 111 were ascribed to tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system and 11 to tuberculosis of other organs. The 
death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 9 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 9. The former rate is 4 below that for the corresponding 

_ quarter of 1956 and the latter is 3 below. The rates from all forms and from 
_ respiratory form are respectively 9 and 6 below the five years’ average. 








Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,706 and equal 
a rate of 209 per 100,000. These deaths are 59 more than in the third quarter 
of 1956. The rate is 4 above that quarter and 7 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 273 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 338. The corresponding 
_ death-rates per 100,000 population are 21 and 26. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 16 and 21 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
_ pregnancy and childbirth numbered 13 and are equal to a rate of 0-5 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1956 
“but 0-2 below the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal 
_death-rate is also 0-5 per 1,000. 


_  Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 713, and are equivalent to a 
_death-rate of 55 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 the number 
“was 615 and the rate 48. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 153 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, a decrease of 10.compared with the third 
“quarter of 1956.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JULY, 1957 


A month with moderate temperature, excessive rainfall, poor sunshine 
records, a good deal of thunder and poor visibility. 


Mean temperature (58-8°F.) was about average for the season. Departures 
from average tended to be deficient in the North and East and in excess in 
the West and South. In the first week, which was the mildest period, day 


| maxima ranged mainly from 75°-80° and rose on the 6th to 82° at Glenlee 


(Kirkcudbrightshire) and to 81° at Ruthwell. The coolest days came, in general, 
around the 11th and 19th, when maxima varied from 55°-60°, and the lowest 
night readings were registered early in the month, and around the 10th, 16th 
, and 30th. Night frosts occurred in a few places. At Achnashellach tempera- 
ture fell overnight to 31° on the 15th/16th, while Dalwhinnie had 33° on the 
8th/9th. On the ground, thermometers registered 26° at Balcladaich (Cannich) 
on the 3rd and at Dalwhinnie on both the 6th and 9th. 


The weather was fairly settled in the first week but a change to disturbed 
- conditions followed with only short periods of reasonably dry weather between 
the many depressions and troughs which crossed the country in quick succession. 
Heavy downpours were experienced, often with thunder, the wettest days 
_ being, perhaps, the 11th/12th, 17th-20th and 24th/25th. On the 24th, 3-20 
| inches fell at Inverailort Castle and 3:15 at Arisaig House. Brenchoillie 
| (Argyll) had 3-17 on the 26th. The total fall for the three days, 24th-26th at 
both Inverailort and Arisaig was about 7 inches. In most places there was a 
moderate to large excess in rainfall, the month being nearly as wet as July, 
1956. At Loch Leven Sluice it was the wettest July since 1883; at Craibstone 
the wettest since records began in 1917. 


Sunshine records were, correspondingly, considerably below average; in 
| Shetland, at some Moray Firth Stations and in Aberdeenshire, aggregates were 
60-80 hours below the usual July amounts. It was the dullest July at Craib- 
stone since 1925. In this disappointingly cloudy month, the leading aggregates 
failed to reach 150 hours, the best being Troon (149), Tiree (147), Castle Douglas 
(146), Kilmarnock (143), Renfrew (137), St. Andrews (136), Oban (136) and 
Greenock (136). 


The frequency of thunder and of fog was well above average but gales 


} occurred on only one day. Thunderstorms were widespread and severe in 





| places on the 6th, 7th, 12th and 13th. Flooding occurred in Paisley and dis- 
tricts, in Wigtownshire and Kirkcudbrightshire on July 12th. 
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Meteorological Notes—continued 


AUGUST, 1957 


A rather cool month with deficient sunshine and more than average rainfall 
over the greater part of the country. A record low pressure for the month of ~ 
August occurred at Cape Wrath and Sule Skerry during the passage of a depres- 
sion on August 24th. 


In the first week; which was fine and dry, temperatures rose to 70°-80° in 
most districts. On several days around the 19th, and also on the 23rd, tempera- 
ture was above the seasonal level but this was offset by the many cool days ~ 
which resulted from northwest winds following the passage of depressions _ 
and troughs of low pressure. ,for the month as a whole, mean temperatures 
were mostly slightly below average. The highest day readings were 80° at Ruth- — 
well on the 3rd, 79° at Fort William on the 3rd and 79° at Largs on the 4th. © 
Low night minima were 31° at Eskdalemuir Observatory on the 29th, and 32° ~ 
at Inchbae (Garve) on the 3rd. On the ground, temperature fell to 23° at 
Balcladaich (Cannich) on the 29th and to 24° at Achany (Lairg) on the 31st. 


Except at Stornoway and Ruthwell, sunshine records were below average 
but they were not quite so low in most parts of the country as in the very dull 
August of 1942. North Berwick, however, had its lowest total for any August 
for 33 years. Relative to average, a number of records were deficient by 20-40 
hours. The sunniest places were Castle Douglas (153 hours), Strathy (143), : 
Tiree (140), Troon (137), Stornoway (136), Kirkcaldy (136), Dumfries (134) and — | 
Ruthwell (134). | 





An anticyclone during the first week gave dry weather over the whole — 
country but it became unsettled with rain on most days after the 8th. Falls 
of an inch or more were numerous, the wettest days being probably the 8th ~ 
on the East Coast, the 14th in the Northeast, the 23rd in the Northwest and 
the 24th in the South. The largest falls in 24 hours included 3-77 inches at 
Kinlochewe on the 23rd, 3-19 at Sourhope (Cheviot Hills) on the 15th and 2-90 
at Glenferness on the Findhorn on the 14th. For the month as a whole, West 
Perthshire and parts of Stirlingshire, the Lothians, the extreme southwest and 
the western seaboard had less than the normal rainfall. Elsewhere, totals were 
above normal. A fairly large area between Inverness and Banffshire and smaller 
ones in Sutherland and Kincardine had more than double the normal. At Wick ~ 
it was the wettest August since 1930; at Nairn the wettest one since 1937. 


Gales were reported at exposed places on 8 days, the stormiest period being | 
the 23rd-25th. Thunder was heard on 11 days and fog occurred on 19 days, — 
the latter being fairly widespread on August 10th.

SEPTEMBER, 1957 
Cool with showers and bright periods after a mild but very wet start. 


Mean temperatures were below average in all districts, the deficiency being 
about two to three degrees in most places. Maiuld southwest winds in the first 10 
days gave the highest temperatures of the month. In this period maxima 
ranged from 60° to 65° and rose to 69° at Ruthwell on the 3rd and at Fyvie 
Castle on the 6th. Seldom does temperature in Scotland fail to reach 70° in 


_ September. Colder weather came with spells of northwest and easterly winds 


- 


later in the month. On the 14th, Glenmore Lodge had a day reading of 43° and, 
on the 29th, temperature rose to only 42° at Glenlivet. The coldest nights were 
the 23rd-26th when overnight temperature fell to 23° at Kincraig (on the 25th 
and 26th) and at Glenlivet (on the 25th). On the ground the lowest reading 


* was 12°, reported from both Dalwhinnie and Balcladaich (Cannich Area) on 


the 25th. 


In the first fortnight, rain was frequent and thereafter it was showery but 
little or none fell on the 23rd-26th. Falls of an inch or more. were widely 


_ reported on the 6th. Most inland areas and many East Coast districts had less 
_ than average rainfall but there was a moderate excess in the North, Northwest, 
_ Northeast and also in the Southwest. 


Sunshine records were mainly above average in the southern half of the 


; country and varied a good deal in the North. The sunniest places were Dunbar 
_ (158 hours), Tiree (143), Edinburgh, Royal Botanic Garden (141), Haddington 
- (138), Edinburgh, Blackford Hill (136) and Ruthwell, Dumiriess-shire (135). 


The frequency of gales, thunder and fog was slightly less than the seasonal 


¢ average. Hail, sleet and snow showers occurred in several northern districts 
on the 28th-30th.

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Preliminary Return for the year 1957 


THIS Report deals primarily with the statistics for the fourth quarter of the 
year 1957, but includes a short preliminary return of the general vital statistics 
for the country for the whole year. A full report of the vital statistics of the 
year will, in due course, be incorporated in the Hundred and Third Annual 
Report. The figures given for the year in the present Report may, however, 
be accepted as substantially accurate, although they are provisional and will 
be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report. 

Population.—The population resident in Scotland at 30th June, 1957. 
is estimated to have been 5,150,000. 


The natural increase of population in the year was 37,000. Migration to 
other countries accounted for 35,000 or 95 per cent of the natural increase. 
About 11,000 of the loss was to other parts of the United Kingdom, and the 
remainder to countries overseas, mainly Canada, Australia, United States and 
New Zealand, in that order. 


Births.—Live births registered during the year 1957 numbered 97,978, 
being equal to a rate of 19-0 per thousand. This rate is 0-5 above that for 
1956. The average for the preceding five years was 18-0 which is slightly 
higher than the average for the five pre-war years to 1938 inclusive. Illegitimate 
births numbered 4,017 as compared with 4,069 in 1956. This is equal to a rate 
of 4-1 per 100 live births. The proportion of male live births per 1,000 females 
was 1,057, being one more than that of 1956. 


Stillbirths numbered 2,381 as compared with 2,329 in 1956, representing 
a rate of 24 stillbirths per 1,000 of all births (live and still), being the same as 
that of 1956. 


Marriages.—Marriages registered during the year numbered 42,672. 
This represents a rate of 8-3 and is 0-2 below that for 1956. It is 0-1 above the 
five years’ average and 0-7 above the pre-war average (1934-38). 35,244 of the 
marriages were solemnised by ministers of religion, 35,104 having been preceded 
by proclamation of banns or by publication of notice and 140 authorised by 
Sheriffs’ licence in accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) 
Act, 1939. 7,422 marriages were contracted in the offices of Authorised Regis- 
trars and six were registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator pronounced 
in the Court of Session. Civil Marriages comprise 17-4 per cent of the total 
marriages. 


Deaths.—Deaths from all causes numbered 61,143 and equalled a death- 
rate of 11-9 per 1,000. This rate is 0-1 below that for 1956 but the same as the 
five years’ average. 


Deaths of children under one year numbered 2,802 representing an infant 
mortality rate of 29 per 1,000 living births. The rate is the same as that for 
1956. It is two below the five years’ average. The neo-natal rate (deaths of 
infants under 28 days) was 20 per 1,000, one above that for 1956. Among 
legitimate children the infant mortality rate was 28 per 1,000, the same as in 


1956, while among illegitimate children it was 40, which is also the same as in 
1956. 


Table ITA shows the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the year, classified by sex and cause, and also the number by age and cause. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These Annual rates are calculated on the estimated population in 
Scotland or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 30th June, 1957. and the quarterly rates as at 
31st December, 1957. 


Average Rates.— Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years. 


Usual Residence.—Births, Stillbirths and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual] 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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Comparing the deaths with 1956 by age groups, increases are found in 
seven of the nine age groups under 65. There were decreases of 2 and 4 per cent 
respectively in age groups 65-74 and 75-84. The 5,866 aged 85 and over are 
only five more than in 1956. The death-rate at ages under 45 was 2-0 per 1,000, 
and at ages 45 and over, 30-8. In 1956 the corresponding rates were 2-0 and 
31-6. 


Causes of Death.—The number of deaths from principal epidemic diseases* 
was 741 being 422 more than in 1956. The death-rate was 14 per 100,000. No 
deaths were recorded from diphtheria compared with two in 1956. Deaths 
from scarlet fever (including streptococcal sore throat) numbered two, the same 
number as in 1956. From meningococcal infections the number was 21, six 
fewer than in the previous year, from whooping cough 21 against 14 in 1956, 
from measles 16 against 10 and from influenza 681 against 262. No deaths 
occurred from typhoid fever compared with two in 1956. In addition there were 
11 deaths from acute poliomyelitis, two more than in the previous year. 


Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) numbered 723, a decrease of 78 com- 
pared with 1956. The death-rate was 14 per 100,000, being nine below the 
average of the preceding five years. There were 664 deaths from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 51 fewer than in 1956. The rate was 13 per 100,000 being 
seven below the five years’ average. The deaths from non-respiratory tubercu- 
losis at 59 were 27 fewer than in 1956. The rate, one per 100,000, was two 
below the five years’ average. 


Deaths from syphilis (including parasyphilitic diseases) numbered 94, an 
increase of six compared with the previous year. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 10,745 and were nine fewer than 
in 1956. Compared with the average they were'327 more. 


Deaths from heart disease numbered 20,565 and were 586 fewer than in 
1956. They account for 34 per cent of all deaths. 


From vascular lesions affecting the central nervous system deaths numbered 
9,566, from nephritis and nephrosis 511, and from senility 581. 


Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (not tubercular, malignant 
or influenzal) numbered 4,591 which were four more than in 1956. They in- 
cluded 2,040 from pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the new-born) and 2,012 
from bronchitis, the rates per 100,000 being 40 and 39 respectively. Compared 
with 1956 the number from bronchitis was 65 fewer but from pneumonia 
124 more. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
46 as against 51 in the previous year. This represents a maternal mortality 
rate of 0-5 per 1,000 births (live and still). This rate is the same as that for 
1956 and is 0-3 below the five years’ average. 


Deaths from congenital malformations and diseases of early infancy 
numbered 2,246 and were 112 more than in 1956. 


Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 2,800 and are 158 more than 
in 1956. Of these, 412 were ascribed to suicide, 584 to road transport accidents, 
and 1,804 to other forms of violence; the numbers from these causes in 1956 
were 403, 588 and 1,651 respectively.

REPORT 


Summary.—tThe birth-, marriage- and death-rates are higher than the 
average of corresponding quarters of recent years. 


The infant mortality rate is the lowest recorded in Scotland for any fourth 
quarter. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis although higher than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1956 is considerably below the average of recent years. 


The maternal mortality rate equals the average of the past five years. 


Live Births.—The 24,145 births in the quarter under review are 969 more 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population is 
18-6, being 0-7 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1956 and 
1:3 above the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 18-9 and 
in the large burghs 19-9. These compare with 17-8 for the rest of Scotland. 
In individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs 
from 26-2 in Coatbridge, 26-1 in Dumbarton, and 26-0 in Port Glasgow, to 
16:1 in Edinburgh, 15-1 in Rutherglen and 14-2 in Falkirk. In counties 
exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 20-9 in West Lothian, 
20-5 in Caithness and 20-2 in Midlothian, to 12-7 in Kinross, 12-3 in Roxburgh 
and 11-8 in Peebles. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-0 per cent, is 0-1 above that for the 
fourth quarter of 1956 but 0-3 below the average. 


Of the 24,145 births registered, 12,347 were of male children and 11,798 
of female children, being 1,047 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in October numbered 8,606, in November 7,694 and in December 7,845, the 
equivalent birth-rates being 19-6, 18-1 and 17-9 respectively. 


Stillbirths.—The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 
575 and is equivalent to a rate of 23 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,328, is 92 less than for 
the fourth quarter of 1956. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-2. It is 0-1 
lower than the corresponding quarter of 1956, but 0-3 higher than the five 
years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 8-1 and in the large burghs 
8:3. These compare with 6-0 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the 
rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 15-0 in Inverness, 
10-6 in Arbroath and Perth and 10-5 in Dumfries to 6-3 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, 5-9 in Clydebank and 5-1 in Dumbarton. In counties exclusive of 
counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 9-2 in Clackmannan, 7-8 
in Kinross and 7:7 in Bute to 3-9 in Peebles and Ross and Cromarty, 3-5 in 
Inverness and 3-2 in Zetland. 

Of the 9,328 marriages registered, 1,836 were civil marriages contracted in 
the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised registrars in 
accordance with the provision of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
two were irregular marriages registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
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pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 7,490 were solemnised, 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 civil marriages 
numbered 1,872, those with a religious ceremony numbered 7,547, and there 
was also one irregular marriage. 


Marriages registered in October numbered 3,640, in November 2,130 and 
in December 3,558, the equivalent marriage-rates being 8-3, 5-0 and 8-1 respec- 
tively. , 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 17,004, and 
equalled a death-rate of 13-1 per 1,000 population. They are 2,018 more than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1956. The rate is 1-5 higher 
than in that quarter and 1-4 above the five years’ average. The death-rate 
in the counties of cities is 13-9 and in the large burghs 12-7. These compare 
with 12-5 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and 
large burghs ranged from 16-3 in Dumfries, 15-1 in Paisley and 14-6 in 
Edinburgh to 10-9 in Airdrie, 10-3 in Clydebank and 9-7 in Port Glasgow. 
In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 
17-4 in Argyll, 16-9 in Bute and 16-3 in Zetland to 11-1 in West Lothian, 10-8 
in Midlothian and 10-2 in East Lothian. 


Deaths registered in October numbered 5,955, in November 5,272 and in 
December 5,777, the equivalent death-rates being 13-6, 12-4 and 13-2 respec- 
tively. 3 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
699 and are equivalent to an infant mortality tate of 29 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is one below that for the corresponding quarter of 1956 
and four lower than the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the 
mortality was 28 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 45. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 32, in the large burghs 31, 
and in the rest of Scotland 26. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
individually it ranged from 76 in Dumfries, 43 in Airdrie and Coatbridge and 
41 in Dunfermline to 22 in Dundee, Clydebank, Kirkcaldy and Edinburgh, 
17 in Perth and 12 in Dumbarton. In counties exclusive of large burghs it 
ranged from 53 in Midlothian, 40 in Argyll and 39 in Berwick to eight in Kirk- 
cudbright, seven in Roxburgh and four in Inverness. 


No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the Counties of 
Caithness, Kinross, Nairn and Peebles. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 20 per 1,000 live 
births and is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1956. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases——There were 550 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 519 more than in the fourth quarter of 1956. This large increase 
was caused by an epidemic of influenza. The death-rate for this group is 42 
per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corresponding quarter of 
the five preceding years is four. These deaths include one from streptococcal 
sore throat, one from whooping cough, nine from meningococcal infections and 
539 from influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and measles. In the counties of cities and large burghs one area 
had no deaths from the principal epidemic diseases and in the rest of Scotland 
one county had no deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, three deaths were registered 
from acute poliomyelitis. There were seven deaths from this cause in the 
previous quarter and two in the corresponding quarter of 1956. In the third 
quarter of 1947 when the disease was prevalent, 84 deaths were recorded. 
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Tuberculosis.—The 226 deaths from all forms or tuberculosis are 27 more 
than in the fourth quarter of 1956. Of them 207 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 19 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 17 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 16. The former rate is two above that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1956 and the latter is also two above. The rates from all forms and 
from the respiratory form are respectively four and three below the five years’ 
average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,728 and equal 
a rate of 210 per 100,000. These deaths are 33 fewer than in the fourth quarter 
of 1956. The rateis three below that quarter but is seven above the five years’ 
average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 692 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 789. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 53 and 61. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 37 and 34 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 16 and are equal to a rate of 0-7 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1956 
but the same as the five years’ average. Including stillbirths the maternal 
death-rate is 0-6 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 737, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 57 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1956 the number 
was 673 and the rate 52. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 182 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, an increase of 18 compared with the 
fourth quarter of 1956. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the fourth quarter of 1957 and 
in the corresponding quarter of 1956 with the average rates for the quarter 
of the years 1952-1956.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
OCTOBER, 1957 


A mild but very cloudy month with low rainfall in East Scotland. 


A preponderance of West and Southwest winds gave mean temperatures 
in many places one to three degrees above average. On most days, readings 
were above the seasonal average, maxima ranging from 55°-60°. On the 6th, 
the thermometer rose to 65° at Strathy (Sutherlandshire), Gordon Castle and 
Dyce. Winds from a Northerly point lowered readings by 10°-15° around the 
21st and in the last few days, St. Abbs having a maximum of only 41° on the 
31st and Leadhills 43° on the 21st. Night frosts were not particularly widespread 
for the season. Amongst the lowest minima (on the 20th) were 20° at Castle 
Douglas and 25° at Kincraig and Glenshee Lodge. On the ground, temperature 
fell to 15° at Balcladaich (Cannich area) on the 30th and to 17° at Eskdalemuir 
Observatory on the 20th. 


Sunshine records were poor for the month of October, some stations in the 
West having a deficiency of 20-30 hours. The sunniest places were Dunbar 
(114 hours), Aberdeen (101), Dundee (96), Perth (96) and Tillycorthie, Udny 
(96). : 


Little rain fell in the first 10 days, except in the North and Northwest, 
but rain was persistent in most districts in the second half of the month. 
There were several very wet days, notably the 15th, 22nd, 25th, 27th and 31st. 
On the 27th, 2-50 inches fell at Ratagan (Wester Ross) and 2-17 at Kinlochourn. 
A moderate to large excess in rainfall occurred in West and Northwest Scotland, 
while totals were up to average in Central areas. In the East, however, the 
month was dry, there being in many places less than half the average, particu- 
larly at stations in the coastal fringe. 


There was about the normal frequency of fog and gales, the latter being 
widespread on the 27th and 31st. Thunder was heard locally in the West on 
the 18th-20th and 31st. cant

NOVEMBER, 1957 


Another fairly mild and cloudy month with a wet and stormy opening but 
mainly dry and settled weather thereafter. 


Northerly winds in the first week kept temperatures well below the seasonal 
level. A slight rise in temperature occurred over the next 10 days and the latter 
part of the month was appreciably milder. Mean temperatures for the month 
as a whole were 1°-2° above average in many districts. The mildest periods, 
with day readings rising to 50°-55° generally, were the 18th-21st and the last 
week. The thermometer rose to 59° at Dundee Harbour on the 17th, at Glen- 
more Lodge on the 18th and at Dyce on the 25th. The first half of the month 
was appreciably colder than the second, the coldest periods being the first 
week and the 14th-17th, when maxima ranged from 40°-45° in most districts. 
Night frosts were quite frequent. The lowest minima were 16° at Glenshee 
Lodge on the 17th and 18° at Dalwhinnie on the 9th. .On the ground, thermo- 
meters registered 5° at Balcladaich (Cannich) and 8° at Dalwhinnie, both 
on the 9th, while Glenlivet had 12° on the 7th. 


A noteworthy feature of the month was its low rainfall, only small areas 
having more than the seasonal average. In a broad belt inland, stretching 
North to South, rainfall was less than half the average in many places and, 
in some, totals failed to reach 20 per cent of the usual November fall. The 
first week was wet generally, and appreciable rain fell in North and West 
districts with Southwest winds during the milder period in the second half 
of the month. In most East and inland areas, apart from the first week, 
showers alternated with fair periods. Flooding occurred in North Argyll and 
Loch Aweside on the Ist and in the Edinburgh area early on the 5th. The 
wettest days of the month were perhaps the 2nd-5th, 21st and 28th. On the 
28th, 1:75 inches fell at Inverailort Castle. Snow and sleet showers were 
widely reported on the Ist-8th and on the 21st-22nd. 


In most districts, the month was a cloudy one. In the Fortrose area it 
was the dullest November since at least 1941. East coast stations returned 
the best records, amongst the highest aggregates being Dunbar (61 hours), 
Arbroath (56), Dundee (53), Leuchars (53) and Longforgan, near Dundee (53). 


Local thunderstorms occurred on the Ist in the West and on the 5th in the 
East. Fog was reported at one place or other on 23 days and gales on 11 days, 
the stormiest being the 1st when gusts exceeded 80 m.p.h. at Tiree and Benbecula.

DECEMBER, 1957 


A mainly mild month but there were appreciable snowfalls and some severe 
frosts. Rainfall was rather variable despite two very wet spells. Sunshine 
records were good for the season. 


In the mild days in the first week and fourth week and around the 19th, 
readings ranged mainly from 50°-55° and reached 58° at Peebles on the 9th, 
57° at Strathyre on the 9th and at Auchincruive (Ayrshire) on the 26th. In 
contrast, day maxima failed to rise above freezing point in the cold weather 
around the 14th when temperature rose to only 26° at Braemar and 28° at 
Grantown-on-Spey.. Some quite low night temperatures were reported, 
notably low minima being 10° (22 degrees of frost) at Kincraig on the 14th and 
11° at Glenlivet on the 10th. On the ground, thermometers registered 1° 
(31 degrees of frost) at Glenlivet on the 10th, 2° at Balcladaich (Cannich area) 
on the 14th and 3° at Dalwhinnie on the 14th. For the month as a whole, 
mean temperatures were about the seasonal average except in some northern 
and southeastern districts where departures from average reached about one 
degree. 


Rainfall was slightly below average in Border districts and also in coastal 
areas from the Solway northwards to south Skye. Elsewhere there was a 
moderate to large excess. Little rain fellin the first few days but about a week 
of very disturbed weather followed. Moderate snowfalls, which blocked some 
roads, occurred between the 6th and 14th and snow lay 3-6 inches deep in a 
number of districts from the 8th-11th. Several days of showery weather 
preceded another very wet period from the 19th-21st when heavy downpours 
caused flooding in places. Mainly showers were reported in the last 10 days 
but they were sometimes of sleet and snow. Amongst the largest daily measure- 
ments of rain were 4:31 inches at Bridge of Dye on the 10th, 4-03 at Ardgour 
on the 19th and 3-97 at Conaglen on the 19th, followed by 3-81 at the last place 
on the 2Ist. 


Sunshine records were good in most parts of the country. At Banff it was 
one of the sunniest Decembers since records began in 1914, while Marchmont 
had its best December total since the recording of sunshine began in 1881. 
The sunniest places were Longforgan, Dundee area (70 hours), Leuchars (63), 
Glensaugh, near Fettercairn (63), Dunbar (62), Marchmont (62), Forres (62), 
Craibstone, Aberdeen (61), Edinburgh (61) and Mylnefield, near Dundee (61). 


There was a good deal of fog especially on the 17th and 24th but only 
local thunderstorms were reported. Gales occurred in exposed places on 
21 days, the stormiest periods being the 8th-11th and 19th-2I1st.
